EXPLORER AND. FORTY-TWO 
COMPANIONS SAFE 


LOST IN THE 1CE-PACKS 
New York, Yesterday. 
Rear-Admiral Byrd and _ forty- 
two of his companions have been 
rescued,—Reuter’s American Ser- 
vice. . 

[A message from Oalo on 
January 27 stated: 

The fears entertaincd in the 
United States for the safety of 
the Byrd Antarctic Expedition, 
which is now installed in camp 
in Little Ameries, with thelr 
supply ship unavailable owing 
to the unprecedentedly heavy 
ice barrier, is not. shared by the 
Norwegians in the vicinity, 

The Norwegian Government, 
following the American request 
to send assistance to Rear- 
Admiral Byrd, have been, in 
communication with the masters 
of the only Norwegian whalers 
in the neighbourhood capable of 
forcing a passage through the 
ice, and have received replies to 
the effect that the somewhat 
hazardous venture is not Hkely 
to be necessary.

had. The Daily News asserts that 
Shanghal Municipal Council were 
never given the oportunity to con- 
alder the draft of the agreement, al- 
though the chairman, Myr. Arnhold, 
and the Director General, Mr. Fessen~ ~ 
den, were conaulted, which, the Daily 
News points out emphatically, is not 
the same’ thing.

The £6,000,000 estate of the late Sir 
Mortimer Barnett Davis, formerly head 
of the Imperial Tobacco Co. of Canada, 
is involved in an action instituted 
in: Montreal, Caneda, by which his 
widow, Lady Davis, who lives at 
Cannes, and his son, Mr. Mortimer 
Davis, of New York, who married Miss 
Rosie Dolly (ono of the Dolly Sisters), 
geek to depose from their executorship 
of Slr Mortimer’s will Lord Shaugh. 
uneasy and Mr, Alexander M. Reaper, 

They allcge that these two executors’ 
administration has caused a great

JUNKERS v. FORD 


Alleged Infringement of 
Patent 


The. erlminal action commenc-' 


ed in Seville by the Ger- 
man Junkera Aeroplane Company. 
against the manufacturers of the 
Ford tri-motor planes is not with 
out its humorous side. 

As far as could be ascertained, the 
actton arose out of an alleged in- 
fringement by Ford of the Junkers 
Company's patent covering the em- 
ployment of corrugated duralu- 
minum in the construction of 
all-metal aeroplanes. . 

The Ford apparatus arrived re- 
cently at the military aerodrome at 
Tablada, Seville, 
been expected by the, Germans, who 
patiently watched the mechanics 
erecting. the machine and mastered 
‘ita most inaignificant details, When 
the trial flight was being prepared 
the men in charge of the apparatus 
were surprised by the receipt of a 
writ charging: the. Ford people with 
infringement of a patent alleged to 
belong to the Junkerd Company, of 
Dessau. An’ srhbargo of the 
offending plane was, also demanded, 
but this could not be executed by the 
civil’ court, which had no jurisdic- 
tion on property owned by the 
military. An armed. guard was, 
therefore, mounted over the ap- 
paratus. In the meantime ' both 
sides were bringing into play the 
welght of their farces. 

At the last: moment {t was rumour- 
ed that the Junkers Company con- 
sented to withdraw the suit.on pay- 
ment of an indemnity by.Ford and 

to release the machine on condition 
that ft flew in future as a “Junkers” 
and not'as a “Ford.”. This, how- 
ever, the’ Detrolt-firm had refused 
to agree to.

SIXTIES 


EXTRACTS FROM THE DIARY OF 
ADMIRAL WALKER 


BRITONS BURNT TO DEATH 


- Mx P. C. Walker, of Lockington, 
East Yorkshire, writes to The Times:— 

Will: you permit me to enclose the 
accompanying account of roughly writ. 
ten Regulations to combat “Piracy,” 
as posaibly of interest in connection 
with your leading and other article of 
December 12 on “Piracy in the China 
Seas.” It fs taken from the dlary of 
my father, the lato Admiral Charles F. 
Walker, written while he was in com- 
mand of H.M. Gunboat Grasshopper in 
the China Seas in 1864:— 


To prevent Piracy:—No guns stink: 
pots, gingalls or weapons of any offen- 
sive nature should be allowed in any 
junk. All junks or men taken by men: 
of-war and not condemnable: by Bri- 
tish lrw to bo handed over to Chinese 
authorities to try. Any junk full of 
men (not passengers) and having no 
cargo. and no observable employment 
should be handed over. Wherever a 
Piratical junk is taken, the Village 
where the junk is taken = is 
to pay a heavy contribution 
or else give up crew. The 
place off which piracy takes place to be 
laid also under contribution, unless the 
Villagers can show that the junks were 
clearly from a different part of the 
coast, Also, whatevor place tho carge 
of pirated vessela ts sold, should re 
turn value of cargo and pay heavy sun 
of moncy. In cases where pirates take 
prisoners for ransom, and confine them 
in a village or house by itself, all houses 
have been confined 
should be burnt down and gear burnt 
the Headman of Village and house be 
handed to Chinese authorities, and the 
village pay; or else burn al) thelr 
junks or whatever was the means of 
taking these prisoners. In a case like 
the Parana, (1) it would have been ad- 
visable to have gat © Mandarin and 
gone to the place, Ianded a sufficient 
force to burn the plratical towns and 
capture prisoners‘ewho should be handed 
over to Mandarina who always cut off 
the heads of any men from Coulan or 
In o mysterious affair like 
the Chico's (2) every town and village 
should have been searched for 16 miles 
round by the Military, whilst the gun- 
boats inspected all nooks and inlets. 
Every junk should have been boarded 
in the harbour, searched, and asked 
for information, which they will gen- 
erally give, but don't. like to volunteer 
In asking {nformation from Chinese, 
it is neceasary to get oné*man by him. 
self at a time, for they are afraid of 
it being known that they have said

THE LIABILITY TO FREE STATE 
INCOME TAX 


JUDGMENT FOR CUNARD CO. 

The Appeal Court decided tn favour 
of the Cunard Company in their appeal 
from an order of the Revenue Com- 
missioners assessing the company in 
£10,000 for each year 1924-5-6 to In- 
come ‘tax in respect of passengers 
carried from the Free State on prepald 
passage tickets. The question turned 
on the point whether in comput- 
ing the profits of the company charge. 
able to income tax there should be 
included profits derived from carrying 
passengers whose passage money was 
prepaid in America, 

Judge Sullivan, in: delivering judg. 
mont, stated that many persons desir. 
ous, of travelling to. America had not 
the money to pay their ‘passage. Tho 
company had’ established an arrange- 
ment for the sale inthe’ United States 
of prepaid certificates,-and a large 


proportion of the third-class passengers, 


had the cost of their passages there 
paid by relatives in America. The 
procedure was that a person in America 
desirous of arranging for the passago 
of a person from the Free Stato paid 
the occan fare to the company in 
America and got certain documenta in 
exchange. In consideration of ' the 
money thus paid the company agreed 
to provide transport for the person 
mentioned. for two . years. The 
intention was that the documents, 
should be sent to the intending passen- 
ger ‘in the Free State, who would com- 
munjcate with the Cunard Company 
or its agent, who would {issue an ocean 
ticket. 

Tho Special Commiasioners ‘on these, 
facts concluded that there was Hability 
by the company for profits tax, as iv 
their opinion the company, on issuing 
the ocean ticket, entered into .a pro- 
fitearning contract in the Free State 
with the passenger, and that that cons- 
tituted the exercise of a contract din 
tho Free State.

An application w was made to His 
Lordship the Chief ‘Justice (Sir 
Henry Gollan, K.C.) this morning 
at the Supreme Court, by Mr, Leo 
‘WAlmada, Junr., counsel for the 
Vibro Piling Companl. Limited, for 
a extension of time, for the filing 
of certain allotment of shares of 
the said company.' \ 


Mr. F. EL d’Almada ‘Reniedids, 
Secretary of the Vibro Piting Com- 
pany, in hig-affidavit stated that the 
Company was incorporated as a 
private company under the Com- 
panies Ordinance of 1911, on No- 
vember 23, 1929, with a nominal 
share capital of $215,000, divided 
into 4,800 shares of $50 each. Of

 Neeil of. Early Counter 
| Measures 


It {3 .usual when an epidemic of 
mosquitos breaks out in the sum- 
mer to ask, vaguely, what ahould 
be done. ‘The answer is:—"Start 
on counter-measures now.” Mri 
John F. Marshall, Director of the 
British Mosquito Control Institute, 
in an instructive wireless talk from 
Bournemouth recentsy, made this 
perfectly clear. No scheme for deal- 
ing with the mosquito menace could 
hope to be successful, he said, un¢ 
less it were takon in hand without 
delay. There were some 2,000 dif+ 
ferent kinds. of mosquito in the 
world, of which 26 were to be found 
in this country. All necessitated 
different methods of attack.

were found. Some, however, could 
be found: in house cellars and water 
butts, and now was the time to dés- 
troy the larve before they came to 
full. growth.

When His Iron Nerve 
. Gave Way 


HIS EARLY ] ROMANCE 
. ,R. E. Corder, whose facile pen is 
known to all: Britons, writing in 
the London Datly Mail on January 
26 on the Hatry Trial said:— 

Four men endured fifteen‘minutes 
of agony. in the dock at the Old 
Balley yesterday. . 

That wag the time taken by. Mr. 
Justice Avory in passing sentence 
on Hatry, Daniels, Tabor, and 
Dixon, the four financiers who con- 
trolled the Hatry group af com- 
panies which crashed last Septem- 
ber with a total deficiency of moro 
than’ £18,500,000, 

Those fifteen terrible minutes, 
when the sternest of judges, speak- 


ing cutting phrases as cold as fall. 


ing icicles, was slashing through 
sentiment to sentence, were the 
most terrifying I have experienced 
in a court of Justice. It was a 
fearsome lesson in the power and 
dignity of British justice. | The 
frail elderly man in his scarlet 
robes symbolically unsheathed the 
wroat sword that hung behind him 
and smote the four men who had 
broken their country’s laws. 
Ruthless Punishment 
Hatry, the chief criminal, suffer- 
ed more than his associates, not 
only in the severity of the maxi- 
mum sentence, but algo in a repeti- 
tion of ruthleas punishment, When 


‘he heard the sentence of 14 years’ 


penal servitude Hatry, whose clever 
face had become grey, turned brisk. 
ly and made for the stairs leading 
from the dock. 


“Stay,” commanded the harsh 
voice of the judgo.’ 
Hatry, his face impassive, his 


hands Jocked tightly behind his 
back, returned and faced the judge, 
whose cold blue eyes looked inte

Tabor, tall, broad-shouldered, stood 
like a man turned into stone, 

Dixon, the man of the ordered 
mind, a man more ready to receive 
orders than to give them, was held 
impassive by the force of dis- 
clpline, but when, it came - to his 
turn to endure'the searing words 
of the stern judge his throat work: 
ed. convulsively and his handa 
trembled as he plucked at his coat. 

A nod from the judge, a tap on 
the shoulder: from. a warder, and 
Dixon went slowly down the stairs, 
leaving the big dock empty. 

Next came that always, pathetic 
plea of defending counsel for per- 
mission for the prigoners to sce 
their relatives. Daniels wished to 
see his mother. 

“Permission is granted ‘at the dis- 
cretion of the prison authorities,” 
declared the judge. 

Half-past two! The great trial 
was over and the great crowd walk- 
ed out talking in whispers, awed 
by the experience of those fearful 
fifteen minutes, 

Three hours of thrills preceded 
those terrible fifteen minutes, The 
trial took a dramatic turn from the

Mr, Norman Birkett, in an 
eloquent, speech lasting for an hour 
and twenty minutes, told of that 
fateful meeting in Hatry’s house on 
June 23. At that meeting Gialdini, 
the Itailan, now safe in his villa 
at Milan, threatened to blow out 
his’ brains sooner than face the 
crash that threatened the. Hatry 
group of companics.. The four 
prisoners were moved by, Glaldini’s 
threat to plan the forgeries of the: 
share certificates that brought them: 
to the dock, 

As Mr. Norman Birkett pleaded, 
that mercy should be mingled with: 
justice, and that his client should: 
not be given such a punishment as: 
would destroy hope—the last 
earthly thing a man could have’— 
Hatry’s eyes 
which he furtively wiped ‘away 
with his hand. ‘Daniels also: was 
deeply moved, and he wept in sym- 
pathy with his chief. 

Mr. Norman Birkett ropented'the 
poignant padsage in Hatry’s con- 
fession: “My name has become a 
byword, When 1 leave prison, 
whenever that may be, my punish- 
ment will begin ‘all over again.”"' 

But contrition, .sorrow, senti- 
ment, all the force of eloquence, ail 
the pleas for mitigation were as if 
they had never been made, as the 
clock ticked for fifteen fearful 
minutes, i

At the Inst Motor , Show at 
Olympia there’ were on exhibition 
certain cars designed and produced 
as ‘a challenge ,to the Americans. 
Two cars stood out from all the rest 
and one of the two was the Humber 
“Snipe.” Its price was low—£496 
for the open four-seater—its equip- 
ment was comprehensive, its per- 
formance was good and its apeed 
high. The makers claimed for it a 
maximum effective speed of 75 miles 
an hour and later tests have shown 
that the claim was justified. Its 
three and a-half litre engine makes 
it suitable for work abroad. where 
roads are not like billiard tables in 
the matter of aurface. 

During my teat Y drove to Coven- 
try and back. On the outward half 
of the journey I had to follow an- 
other car which, because of dilapida- 
tions, had a'maximum speed of 
about 45 miles an hour. Thus the 
drive was tedious. At a speed of, 
from 30 to 40 miles an hour sleep 
is ensy in the “Snipe,” and the gen- 
eral simplicity of driving’ was such 
that inattention was also easy. The 
type of maniac who finds little use 
in gearboxes will be satisfied with 
the “Snipe,” as a Inzy driver need 
never change down’ from top on 
normal British roads. The “silent 
third speed” is reasonably quiet and 
the change-down is simple—in fact, 
the entire gearbox . is foolproof. 
Acceleration is excellent and the car’ 
leaps up to 60 miles an hour with 
an effortless sweep. Progress to 70 
Is naturally a little slower, but that 
speed can be, hold as long as traffic

New York . Architects’ ' 
; Surprise 


What is claimed to be the world's 
tallest skyscraper, the Chrysler 
building .in Forty-Second Street, 
stands triumphant in “New York 
after a most amusing contest in 
architectural history with another 
American atructure, the Bank of 
Manhattan, in Walt Street. 

The contest between the two 
architects who' designed these sky- 
scrapers was for the world’s tallest 
building, and the matter is still un- 
decided. The Chrysler building ia 
1,080, ft. high from the pavement to 
the tip of its lantern tower, 46 ft. 
higher than the Eiffel Tower in 


Paris, while the Wall Street struc- |, 


ture is 925 ft. high, including a 60 
ft. flagpole.
